Tbo priaontrs wero forgotten in tbo Court 
Homo and all woro buruod or blowa. inlo ibo 
air by lorljr or lilty barreli of powder eloweJ 
awi»y tor aafely. Man, women and children 
bting 10 an.xiyus to save oiorytbiug wero, ho- 
foro knowiu({ it, eomplelely surrounduJ by 
lUmus and wuro eitUor iiuoihored by smoko 
or destroyed by firo. 

Uany motbora and ebildrsu are crowding 
tho itreota crying for hal ones. The sceues 
aro riially bourtrucidiog. Firemaa are being 
cuiiviiyed iu wagoua by dozens to places of 
aulety, completely exhauated — some nearly 
burnt lo dsath. From morning up to 9 P M 
ibe. itraoti aro crowded with auxioua looking; 
human boioKa. Drunken men by scores nro 
seen — notboiug ablii lo get water Uie} tool; 
to BOinothing olroui^or, aud aro lyinj; aroiiud 
IhoKUllers in a frenzied slate. The Lako 
VValor Wurkj wero burned to the ground. 
La.t nij^bt water wag al a premium of $1 a 
buekiil and live oonla a gbidj. 

.\t A bend in the river ibe Qro jumped to the 
Weal Sido nnd ia burnin({ at a lurioua raio. 
All tba,bot«la, bankij places of nmuiemoiil, 
cburcbcs, lugar housea, druggist!, dry goods. 
Cbambcr of Commerce and Court boaso are 
lavsled to tbe grounii. Tbe gas works of South 
Chicago bltw Up leariog tbe whole ot iho 
baildiags in pleeoa. Tbe coal yards are io a 
blaze, itbsiag Imposiible lo go wUhia a block 
of then on aceoBnt of the axiramo heat. 
Do/.oua of buildiuiis bsvo been blowu up by 
[lowdur 10 stop Iho course of Ihe firp, but ol 
no Uio. ll would lake two anllrf! blocks and 
lavol iheui lo tbo dual in leai than ball nn 
hour. 

A steady sonlb galo oomnioaced Sundsy 
morning early, -.r.d b-a; kept up UDtil this 
lime. Al about 9 P M it boi;au to sprinklu.aad 
all ware in bopas it would hare rained eaou(;h 
lo atop farther dastrnetioo, but it oaljr laaied 
for a few moisents. All the telegraph corns 
p< ales are burned out. Insuranee policies nro 
aro worth nothing. Ooe man offered a $2500 
pilisy fur a watk's board, then for a 
cuiiofcod'eo — bolli wtro refused. Thero is 
hardly cnouiti money In all tbo lire iniuranco 
eompsuica in all ilie eouutrr lo cover Uio 
loiBua. Tbe loss eaunotbo esliiuated. Tbe 
3i^;bt8 and disattcrd and state of tbo wreck are 
too borriblo lo described. It is uot heard tbul 
aoyibing was aaved from tbe banks. Almuet 
everjona says be aarud nothing but tho 
elothta OD his back. A large force was patroN 
lu^ tbs West and extreme Soalb Sides to 
RKva the buildiags from being set on Gre. 
Seveial have been set on Ore daring iho aron.. 
ing, bat tbay ware extlagaiabed. All ibu sia. 
lion houses in lbs city are lull of roughs. 

Soma woulthy dry goods and protory men 
openad Ibeir boarla and doors lo tho aufl'oriuf,' 
poor and told Ihera lo take what tboy could 
get before llia Are raaobod Ibem. TOu eiiy ij 
ibrouKod with men, women and children 
loadud dowa with dry goods, Rroc«rio.s and 
uTurylliing inia^^'inablo. Though Ibo day lias 
beuii w.'iruj Iroiii ibu Oitreme heal of Ibo fire, 
you muet men at every corner with two or 
ibroo hats, coals and pants on. Express wa- 
iroui could not bo b'ld last niKht for lesii Ibnn 
Aftaon dullura a load. Everytbiag is al u pre- 
miu'B. Tbe Qre was aboai six to eight miUs 
long and half a mile wide lam nearly two 
milaa from where tho olTico was, in a milliutry 
.store. Tbe fire is silll buruiug. All around ihti 
beavous are illuminated. The bl&zo caa bo 
seen lor niiny miles. 

The lire reached tho vicinity oflbonowsp*.

While tho 
flames wore roodlv leapint; from houAo to 
bouse and tbe ulTrighted iniiialee wore lljing 
from tho insuQerabla boat, a wo.'uan ran

Near Iho eoruer of Madiacn alroot, whore 
tho flsnien Boom to have npent iheir utmost 
fury, thu very oarih is burnt into ao almost 
impalpable powder. No rcstigs ol anywood 
work remaioa, aod tbe very slooes aod bricks 
aro lesed into Bbupeless maaaos. Further 
down the Avenoa tbe lieulruoilon, wbilo 
Kiaally great, was not H) fierco, and the ro- 
inains keep a'ill sorao of tho appearacou ol 
what ibcy wero. Nine-teotbs of tbe valua- 
lion of Cbioago bas beenawspt away in one 
Bhoit day. 

CuioAoo, Oot 10—1 p in— The east ole- 
valor of the Illinois Central llsilroad is iba 
only building laft elacding iu the diatrijt 
bonnded by tba river on tho north and 
went, the luke on the c.ist and Uarrison 
siroei on thu souih. Everything elso.is swept 
cicac. 

Thousands flock tbjcnsh tho stroels and 
rubbish, maoy of tbem hungry. Ooa ibird 
of the city bas no shtlter. Tba religious 
.SocioiieH are throwing open Ihe oburobes, 
and the I lllicied poople are being relieved 
as fast as poSoible. 

People eveu went to the Uaio StOCk 
Yards last oigbt, praying the manager to 
turn laoie Ihe oatila and bogs that thsy 
'sigbi Dceapy tbe stalls for shelter agsiost 
tbe cold wind. 

On every baad new siribts ere met that 
.'eera more horrible than tbe last, aod every 
person met brings to yoorears oew tales ol 
aufldiiag and horror, eoougb lo chill one's 
heart blood. Early this morning as tbe 
fire was advaooiog rapidly serosa iho busi- 
ness poriioo of the city, a Irigbtful panic 
look posiohsioQ of the poopio. The Blrucla 
where the fire had not already reachtd were 
crowded with people, all bearing nrtioles of 
property tboy «i<hed loBiva. Thotboiougb- 
fares were clogged with faraiiDre of all 
kioda, w.bicb was moved iato the slreets in 
the vane hope of saving ii.
